Supreme Court Jus­ 
tice Seabury, concluding his compre­ 
hensive instructions, gave the case 
to the jury at 12:52 p. rn. and order­ 
ed a recess until 3 o’clock. 
The jury

but it was said they would be taken 
to luncheon before they went far In 
their deliberations. 
Grime Lo Grave 
Justice Seabury in his charge to 
the jury reviewed 
the 
murder of 
Rosenthal and the charge that Becker 
instigated it. 
“The crime of which the defend­ 
ant is accused is one of the gravest 
in our law ,’ he said. 
“Only the crime 
of treason exceeds it In gravity.** 
Justice Seabury explained what is 
a “reasonable doubt,” and declared 
that Becker’s guilt need not be prov­ 
ed “beyond a doubt.” He explained 
that no whim, no disinclination to 
cause Becker’s death must be al­ 
lowed to save him if the jury decides 
the state has proved its case.

New Building Regulations 
to Be Adopted by the

At the last eeselon of the legisla­ 
ture a law was passed authorizing 
the state industrial 
commission to 
draw up a set of rules for the safe 
construction of all public buildings. 
As a result, the new proposed build 
ing code was drawn up by a com­ 
mittee composed of A. C. Eschweil 
er, an architect of Zilwaukee; C. F. 
Binger, former inspector of build­ 
ings in Milwaukee; Howland Russell, 
an architect of Milwauke; C. A. Hal­ 
bert, civil engineer in the employ of 
the state railroad commission and 
Sidney J. Williams, 
deputy of the 
state industrial commission, who last 
night explained the provisions of the 
code to thirteen La Crosse contrac­ 
tors, engineers and city officials. 
It is expected that the industrial 
commission will accept the proposed 
code, with possible corrections, af­ 
ter which it will go into effect. Cor­ 
rections may be made in the code 
by the commission without recourse 
to the legislature. 
In his talk last night before the 
assemblage of local men, Mr. Will­ 
iams said: 
“The commission 
tried to make 
the code brief, compact and easily 
understood by men not familiar with

“There would be no objection to 
the resolutions did they not charge 
improper motives on the part of 
those who have endeavored to im­ 
prove the cheese marketing condi­ 
tions, by referring to them as parti­ 
san politicians. 
The truth is they 
are as harmless as they could possi­ 
bly be coming at this late date and 
under the present conditions. 
Manipulation Charged. 
“About two years ago I charged 
the cheese dealers, members of the 
Plymouth board, with manipulating 
and fixing board priced of cheese 
without regard to supply 
and 
de­ 
mand. 
These charges were publish­ 
ed in the press all over this country. 
Not a cheese board in Wisconsin nor 
a cheese dealer asked for an Inves­ 
tigation as to conditions then, but 
now, after two years, when on ac­ 
count of the exposure of their meth­ 
ods and the constant agitation condi­ 
tions are greatly improved, and that 
they are good because the farmers 
compelled them to be so, they a sk J, 
to be investigated.

‘ The only charge that I know’ of

Claim Attempt to Cripple 
Department of University 
Is Being Made on Re­ 
gents of the “ U ” 


E. J. WARD FLAYS TRE MOVENEMT 


Points Out Amount of Good 
Accomplished by System 
and Says It Is Neces­ 
sary to Democracy 


MADISON, May 22.— The attack 
of the reactionaries on the social 
movement, is taking definite shape. 
The social center is essential to most 
effective use of the initiative, refer­ 
endum, and recall, which the reac­ 
tionaries wish to see little used and 
if possible soon discredited. 
The social center movem ent in 
Wisconsin is organized in a depart­ 
ment of the extension division of the 
university. 
An attempt to cripple 
this department is being made on 
the board of university regents. The 
object of this forehanded attack is 
undoubtedly to check (he growth of 
the social center before the people 
fully and generally realize its pow­ 
er. 
The significance of the social cen­ 
ter and this stealthy attem pt to sti­ 
fle it in Wisconsin is made clear 
by Edward J. Ward, head of this 
department in the university, who 
originated the idea while in Roches­ 
ter. N. Y., and

‘Direct primaries, initiative, ref­ 
erendum and recall are the instru­ 
ments of democracy.’ said Mr. Ward.
